zs) After your call is completed, bring the autopatch down by depressing 
the crosshatch (or pound #). After the patch is down, then identify with 
your call sign and clear. It is not a good idea to use your call sign 
when you are still on the phone line. 
5) It is not necessary to give the time of day when using the autopatch. 
6) If your call does not go through 
properly, it is probably because of 
noise on your signal, or because of 
depressing the touch tone pad keys 
for too long a time on each tone.
